doers and aisles. All were under the general 
direction of Mr. Arnold Broyles. 

Kae of the Chi Phis present wore upon his 
coata white satin badge with two horizontal 
black stripes, and the inscription, ‘Chi Phi.” 

At the head of the casket, in the place o 
honor, was ‘THE CONSTITUTION’S floral tribute, 
given by THe CuNSTITUTION’s employes. It 
was generally pronounced one of the most 
beautiful ever seen ip Atlanta. 

It was in white immortelles, wade to repre- 
sent the tri-columned coat of arms of Georgia. 
On the overhead arch, in blue immortelles, 
was the inscfiption, ‘‘Georgia’s Son,’’ and at 
the base, “Our Friend.” 

At the foot of the casket was another bean- 
tiful and appropriate emblem—a broken col- 
umn of white. This was given by the stewards 
of the First Methodist church. 

And in the midst of ail this was death—the 
eyes closed in their lust sleep; the eloquent 
lips sealed in eternal silence; the hands 
folded, jtheir work done. 

Thecrowd passed on either side of tbe 
casket, like a stream divided for a lijtle way 
and then uniting again. 

Silently, and often in tears, those that had 
known in life bent over fora last look on his 
face. 

Old men and women, with feeble steps, 
lingered an instant at his side, gazing through 
the mists of gathered tears—gazed sorrow- 
fully, lovingly—and were swept on in the 
stream. 

Mothers lifted their babes for a 
him dead, and called his name to 
ones in voices choked with tears. 

Young men and women, many of them his 
warm personal friends, passed on with faces 
turned backward, as if loath to leave him, and 
bowed their heads as the casket hid him from 
sight. 

An old negro woman stopped for an instant, 
the tears streaming down her face. Then, 
taking a pair of plain spectacles from her 
pocket, she put them on and bent over the 
casket. There was a halt in the procession, 
but nobody thought of saying ‘‘move on” to 
ber. She seemed to have forgotten all else in 
her grief, and stood there sobbing, while those 
following her waited patiently and with tears 
in their own tyes. 

Not five minutes afterward a little negro 
boy passed, standing on tiptoe for a look at 
the face in the casket. He was about to pass 
on disappointed when a gentleman lifted him 
from his feet and held him foran instant 
above the coffin. The little darky looked 
back with one half-frightened, half-grateful 
look, and passed on with the crowd. 

Few comments were made, and little was 
heard but the steady, muffled tread, and the 
quiet, monotonousorder: ‘‘Pass on. Passon.’’ 

One very old gentloman stopped and waited, 
iooking closely at the face. 

‘‘Move on; please sir.”’ 

The old gent!eman paid no attention. 

“Move on,’ repeated tne usher quietly, 
touching his arm. 

The old man seemed not to have heard the 
request, but looked up with the remark, ‘‘That 
isn’t Grady. Itisn’t like him.” 

He moved on feebly, repeating to himself, 
‘That isn’t like Henry. That isn’t Grady,’’ 

Some eame undecided, and then passed 
by with averted faces. 

“A great number of negroes passed by. With- 
out exception they were touched and saddened, 
and many of them were weeping. 

For nearly three hours the steady march was 
maintained, and when the doors were shuta 
crowd was waiting at the steps, and others 
came up in tens and twelves, only to be turned 
away disappointed. 

It is estimated that between seven and nine 
thousand people passed through the church to 
view the remains. 

A grander tribute, or a truer, than that of 
tears and sorrow yesterday, was never paid a 
mortal man. 

The Constitution Family, 

At 12:30 the big ConsTITUTION family, about 
one hundred and fifty strong, formed at THE 
ConsTITUTION building, with Captain E. P. 
Howell and Hon. Patrick .Walsh, an honored 


guest, in the lead. 

By twos they marched, the editorial and re- 
portorial staffs first; then the _ busi- 
ness office, the mailing departments, the 
camposing room men and the employes of the 
job room, in order, respectively. 

It was the first time this great family ever 
turned out as an entirety. 

The scene was most pathetic as the proces- 
sion made its way along Alabama to Broad 
and up Broad to the church, where they passed 
in solemn review by the flower burdened bier, 
where lay the one man on whom all their af- 
fection were centered. 

There were aged veterans of the stick and 
rule, who helped to set up the first 
of those brilliant articles of his, which 
made Tue Constitution and _ himself

ater the procession had passed through the 
church, the line of march was taken up, and 
along Peachtree they moved until they reached 
the parlors of that darkened home. 

They went as an escort to the family, and 
when the grief-stricken ones were placed in 
the carriages that awaited them, the roces- 
sion, headed by Captain E. P. Howell, Mr. W. 
A. Hemphill, Major Charles H. Smith and 
Mr. R. A. Hemphill, formed in the residence, 
by twos as before, and escorted the family to 
the church, where they filed in and took the 
seats assigned tothem. 

At the Church. 
Solemn and impressive were the ceremonies 


at the First Methodist church over the bier of 
the dead. 
Shortly after 2 o'clock, when the family and 
intimate friends arrived at the door of the 
church, a sad requiem pealed forth and filled 
the church with its mournful tones. Slowly 
and tearfully the bereaved ones passed up the 
aisles to seats next the altar and the bier. 
Following the family, 28 was the wish of the 


bereaved wife, came the employes of 
ConstTiTuTION in a body, filling up the whole 
| center tier of seats. Then the committee and 


delegations from the city council, board of ed- 
ucation, chamber of commerce, orders and so- 


cieties followed, the citizens committee and’ 


others ranging themselves to the right and the 
Chi Ph‘) Young Men's Democratic league and 
distinguished vi8itors on the left. Before the 
last of the appointed mourners had entered 
the auditorium was more than filled, and the 
lines reached far out into the streets. 

All the while the sad notes of the organ 
filled the cMurch, and the fragrant breath of 
thé lily and the rose mingled in the requiem 
of the dead. 

Behind the pulpit, almost hidden by the 
floral offerings, were ranged the men of God 
who were to pay the last tribute to the loved 
form before them. In the center sat Rey. Dr. 
Mo.rison, his pastor and friend, with Rev. J. 
W. Lee and Rev. W. F. Glenn on his right, 
and Rev. H. C, Barnett and Géneral 


pClement A. Evans on the left. Each oceupied 


a particular part of the cefemony, making it 
impressive and beautiful. 

As the last notes of the requium faded away, 
the choir began in low and touching tones the 
opening hymn. 

“In Jesus sleeping.”’ 

The sweet words of the music touched the 
hearts of the vast assembly deeply, and before 
itsend was reached the fountain of many 
tears was flowing. 

Atthe conclusion of the hymn Rey. Dr. 
Glenn arose, and read from the 90th plsalm: 

Lord thou bust been our dwelling place in all 
wy, Fewer 

sefore the mountains were brought forth, or even 
thou hadst formed the carth and the world, even 
from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God. 

‘Thou turneth man to destruction; and sayest, 
return ye children of men. 

“The days of our years are three score years and 
ten; and if by reas..n of strength they be four score 
years, yet is their strength labor and sorrow; for it 
is soon cut cffand we fly away. 

“So teach us to pumber our days that we may 
apply our hearts unto wisdom.” 

‘‘ Jesus, Lover of My Soul.”’ 

When the soothing strain had ceased, Dr. 
Morrison. with voice trembling with emotion, 
prayed for the dead and afflicted. His prayer 
was: 

Almighty God:—With the city and the state we 
Stani today under the shadow ofa great grief. The 
sun has goue down at noon today. ‘the column is 
broken, Thy silvery tongue is silent. The great 
heart is still. The noble life 1s ended. The lofty 
spirit has ascended to its God. 

We do not understand it. We do not bellfeve that 
Thou dost Cause all our sorrows. This wonld be to 
charge God .oolishly. As a child, withits broken 
toy, coming in tears fora father’s sympathy, so we 
come today with all that is leftofa nate life, and 
looking up to Thee, ask that Thou wilt adjust and 
so overrule that biessing may come out of the sor 
row of this day. 

Our griefis not unmingled with gratitude. We 
look upthrough our tears to give thanks for the 
brave soldier father and. nobie Christian mother 
who gave such a son to the church and to the state. 
We thank Thee that hissplendid gifts were never 
segue any to the service of vice or selfish ends. 

sut when atthe dizzy and dangerous heights to 
which his powers carried him, he was 
never forgetiul of his God. We bless Thee 
for his influence, which passing beyond the city and 
‘the commonweaith was felt throughoutthe repub- 
lic, We bless Tice for the work of his last days. By 
a logic invincible, an eloquence and pathos irresist- 
ible, he stirred the heart ofa once divided people 
to a broader fraternity and a more genuine love, 

May his death, following so soonas to make it 
dramatic, give to his last public utterance an em- 
phasis that shali make it undying, Like one of 
old, may he accomplish more in his death than in 
all his life. Wethank Thee, since he was so soon 
to go, that he was permitted to come home and die 
in the midst of bis family. A martyr laying down 
his life to bring the hearts of his countrymen closer 
together. 

The wreath thrown about his neck, by those who 
honored him, as on his return he reached the gate- 
way ofthe city, was at once the emblemand proph- 
ecy of the laurel» so soon to wreath his brow im- 
mortal. We blessthee forthe life, brief but bril- 
liant; ending only that he

In pulses stirred to generosity, in deed of daring 

rectitude, ; 

In scorn of miserable aims which end in self.”’ 

And now we pray for those whom he loved. Bless 
her who is widowed while yet in life’s midday. 
May her life, like his, belived for God and human- 
ity. Bless her who gave him birth and being, and 
loved him first. Sustain her in this sorrow, and 
cause her to know how great her treasure in heayen 
since her boy isthere. Bless his children. May the 
breadth and brilliance of mind, with the unse!- 
fish nobility of heart which was in the father, 
be perpetuated in the life of the son. And 
may his tender and loveable spirit be magnified in 
the life of the daughter whom heloved witha de- 
votion stronger than life. Bless the absent brother. 
He was Very gracious to her who was his playmate 
in the innocent days of childhood, who grew up 
with him, and who gave him allthe wealth of a 
sister’s love, and watched his career with the pride 
of a sister s heart. 

Grant thy blessing to the church he loved and 
served, ‘ibe church which has so often, in hours 
of need, felt his strange power to lift her from 
financial problems and pressures. Bless the grand 
old state, at whose hands he never asked anything, 
but whose welfare and honor he evcr sought.

May his life be to them a 
monument ever inspiring them with the noblest 
ambitions. Grant thy blessing upon the men asso- 
ciated so long with him in the mighty business en- 
terprise which rested upon their hands. Bless the 
men present from a'l partsof the state and from 
other states, who honored him in life and are come 
to mourn him in death. 

And now, with the family, the church, the city, 
the state; we come and bring our great sorrow to 
thee. with all that is left ofa grand and phenom!t- 
nal life, and desire !o say, ‘‘Not ours, but thy will 
be done,”’ through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Morrison’s beauti- 
ful and soul touching tribute, the thoir sang: 

‘Asleep in Jesus,”’ 

General Clement A. Evans then read from 

the New Testament the story of the resurrec- 


tion of Christ.

man was sung: 
‘Shall we Gather at the River.’’

Tears flowed freely. and the hearts of the 
whole throng were deeply moved. 

Dr. J. W. Leethen read from the fourth 
cbapler of Thessalonians, after which Rev.

Oh, God, Thou only art great! Thou art the sov- 
ereign King! Thou doest Thy will in the armies 
of heaven, and among the inhabitants of earth, and 
uone can stay Thy hand, orsay unto Thee, what 
doest Thou’? In this presence we bow before Thee, 
and acknowledge Thee asthe Kingof Kings. We 
thank Thee, this Christmas day, for the gift of Thy 
Son, our Saviour; we thank Thee that, though His 
life was short, He did His work.

The Long Procession. 

After the services were concluded, the leng 
procession formed on Peachtree street, then 
swept around into Broad, which was lined 
with people standing four or five deep on the 
curbstone, and with bared brows watching the 
sad processjn as it wended its way toward 
Oakland. 

Sergeant White and Mounted Officers Ham- 
ilton and Lansford cleared the streets and 
rode ahead of the procession. 

The first carriage contained Governor John 
B. Gordon, Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley, 
Mayor J. T. Glenn and ex-Governor Henry 
D. McDaniel. 

The twenty-three other carriages that pre- 
ceded the hearse were occupied by the pall- 
bearers and the honorary escorts. 

Although the procession moved off in per- 
fect order, there was nothing formal init. It 
looked like a spontaneous gathering of the 
leading men of the city and state, who had 
assembled to mourn for a friend whose loss 
they feel so keenly. . 

After the hearse came other carriages con~ 
taining the immediate family, relatives and 
friends of Mr. Grady, who knew and loved 
him in life, and who, in death, came forward 
to pay tribute to his memory.

A MEMORIAL MEETING YESTERDAY 
IN HONOR OF MR. GRADY, 


THE BUSINESS MEN OF THE CITY MEET. 


Talks by President Ogiesby, Mr. Porter King, 
Mr. Alex King and Others—The Reso- 
lutions Adopted. 


The meeting yesterday at the chamber of 
commetce was a worthy tribute to the memory 
of Mr. Grady. 

The reorganization of the chamber of com- 
merce, the enlargement of its membership and 
a general infusion of new life into the organi- 
zation, was Mr. Grady’s last work at home. 

The prosperity of that body will be a lasting 
monument to him. 

President Oglesby called the meeting to 
order in a few well-chosen remarks. 

“From the saddened faces I see in this hall 
today,”’ said he with emotion, “I feel that it 
would only add toyour afflictions were I to 
proceed in the customary ofticial manner to 
announce the object of this meeting. The 
great gloom that overwhelms this city on this 
bright and beautiful Christmas day; the 
emblems cf mourning that wraps this building 
—the solemn dravery within this chamber 
and around that portrait, all tell why we are 
here, and all consecrate in ouz hearts and 
memories the great depths of our Jove for one 
whose helpful association and whoge inspiring 
counsul is forever flost to us on this earth--- 
knowing my utter helplessness to say one word 
that would lighten this load, or soften this 
sorrow, I will simply ask that you hear the 
memorial prepared by you committee upon 
this sad occasion.’’ 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr, Julius L. Brown in presenting the reso- 
lutions of the committee said: 

Mr. President: The commitiee appointed to pre- 
pare suitable resolutions to present to this body, to 
perpetuate upon its records, the memory of our hon- 
orei member, and our friend, find how poor is their 
command of language to express what they feel, 
and how ereat our loss has been. 

Henry W. Grady is dead. 

In his death thischamber has lost its brightest 
mind; this city its most devoted friend; this state 
one of its most illustrious citizens, and the south its 
most eloquent defender, and the union one of its 
snost loyal and distinguished sons. 

ifit be true that human beings are on trial, and 
their qualities put tothe test in this world, this 
chamber can bear witness that our friend in all the 
relations of life more than filled the measure re« 
quired of him, We kuow not why an all wise, om- 
nicientand omnipotent God should have called 
him away at atime when we feel that our whole 
country needed him so much, and, like Job, we are 
tempted to say: 

“Thou destroyest the hopes of man,” 

We know not why heshould haye been taken, 
and so many ofus who might better have been 
spared, were not called in hisstead. We can only 
say: “Thou who doestali things well, Thy will be 
done.” Seeking no political offe, refusing to be 


called to positions of honor, desiring no control or 


command of his fellow map, he sought wiih his 
eloquent tongue, his mighty pen, his generous 
heart and great brain only to advance 
the cause of truth, of virtue, of friend- 
ship and of charitye — 

His seat among us is vacant. His cloquent voice 
always championing the cause of rigbt is hushed in 
death. His iwanly form has faded from our sight 
forever, and death bas stricken his honored name 
from our rolls, Weare bowed down with grief feel- 
ing that this city, our state--the whole country has 
sustained an irreparable loss, andeach one of has 
been deprived of a dear friend. 

Henry Woodfin Grady was no ordinary man, 

He was born in the city of Athens, in this state 
on the 17th day of May, 1851. His boy-hood day, 
were s;ent beneath the walls of his beloved alms 
matcr. Upon Georgia’s soil he began his love for 
his state, for his section and for his country. 

After the usual p-eparatory course of study, he 
became a student of the university, joining the 
sophomore class,upon the reopening in 1866. He be- 
came at once a favorite, not only with his fel’ow- 
classmates, but with the professors and the mem- 
bers of the other classes. He became a member of 
the Phi Kappasociety andthe Chi Phi fraternity, 
and soon reaped all the honors the suffrages of his 
tellow studeuts could heap upon him. His home 
became the home of his fellow students; its hospi- 
tality knew no bounds. 

Graduating in the class of 1868, he then went to 
the university of Virginia, and there upon the 
sacred soil of Virginia, the home of Patrick Henry, 
of Henry Clay, of Washingion and of Jefferson, he 
completed his education, and drank deep of the’ 
fountai.s of eloquence. of wisdom, 0 s*at-smanship 
and of charity, which their lives and examples had 
founded, 

He returned to Georgia and at once began his ed- 
itoriat course. His pen was enlisted and his voice 
raised to advocate everything which would enrich, 
cultivate or better the condit.on of his people. To 
his geniusand power of organization do we owe 
many of our most important enterprises. 

His influence was soon felt beyond the bounds of 
his state. His country claimed him, and today a 
nation’s weeping voice prevales the whole expanse 
of country he loved so well. All America mourns 
his loss. With a commanding presence and a mag- 
netic charm in his voice, and with so earnest a pre- 
sentation of the cause he espoused, he leit no room 
for doubt, and easily swayed his hearers to accept 
his views. 

Tbe son of a confederate soldier killed in tattle, 
he devoted his life to the reconciliation of the sec- 
tions so lately engaged in frautricidal strife. Geor- 
gian by birth, and a southerner in all that is best in 
the term, he was above alJ, an American, doing 
allin his power to bring about a union of hearts, 
which had been so lately separated. 

He was the foremost American of his years, and 
with his commanding genius his eloquent tongue, 
and his great ability, he more than auy other man 
—_ fitted for the-;work to which he had devoted 

is life. 

The place he vacated cannot be filled. 

“Take him all in ail, we ne’er shail look upon his 
like again.”’ 

For many years he performed an amount of labor 
that few constitutions could have endured. From 
Texas to Massachusetts his eloquent yoice was 
heard in defense of his beloved Georgia. 
His pen was — day by ay 
in answering thos: who were misrepresenting 
and misunderstanding his people, and in —— 
out, not harshly, but with that eloquence whic 
only he possessed, and with that kindness of which 

is heart was so full, the errors of the charges 
against us, yetin the midst of all these things the 
claims of friends were not forgotten of 
postponed. He was the central figure in 
all social gatherings. His cheerful voice, his 
eloquent counsels and his merry jests were the de- 
lightofall. He was ardent, impulsive and gene- 
rous, ever ready torespona to the calls of friend . 
ship, of charity, orof duty. He was neutral in 
notiiing. A man of firm convictions, ever ready to 
give areason forthe faith whieh was within him. 

It would take a volume forus to point out what 
he has saidand whathe has done for his people, 
and he, who not yet in the prime of life has exer- 
cised an influence among those the world calis 

reat, 
. He was taken from us in the morning of his use- 
futness, and fame, honored with the respect, with 
the confidence, and the love of those who knew 
hin, leaving his fellow-man the rich 1 of an 
honored and an illustrious name, and of an uasel- 
fish and generous nature. 

The Atlanta chamber of commerce has lost a 
member it always on to honor, a man who 
was ever present with it, whenever the interest of 
Atlanta wasinvolynd. Well do we remember his 
eloquent words, when last he stood upon this floor 
advocating with all the intensity of his nature,

THREE WHITE MEN WERE KILLED.

Zhe Negrocse Ketreut and Are Followed by 
the Whites — Another Fatal Enugage- 
ment—The Troops Called In.

Jnsur, Ga , December 24.—[Special.}—Three 
white men lying in the cold embrace of death 
and two more so desperately wounded that they 
can’t recover, is Jesup’s record for Christmas 
Jay of 1889. Only the next dawn will show 
how many dead negroes are scattered through 
the swamps. 

A riot, one of the most desperate and most 
anprovoked ever known in the south, has cast 
a gioom over this place and thrown the people 
of this section into a nervous cxcitement 
never known here before. In that riot two 
men of worth were killed, and two equally 
valuable to any community were critically 
wounded. 

When later in the day 

THE THIRD VICTIM WAS ADDED 
to the list by the accidental discharge of a gun 
in the hands of one of the guards sworn to pro- 


tect the life and property of the good citizens | 


of the county. and all this was brought about 
by a desperate negro outlaw, who invaded the 
place this morning, carrying in one hand a 
repeating rifie and in the other a pistol. 
For ihree years past a reward has 
been hanging over the head of Bob Brewer, a 
tall, powerful, athletic negro, whose home is 
in Telfair county. Brewer killed a negro in 
that county about three or four vears ago, and 
then took tothe bushes. For a month or two 
he remained so securely secreted that it was 


enerally presumed that he had skipped away 
tt aady, but he had not. Nearly a year after |

OPENLY DEFIED THE OFFICERS. 

Hle was armed with a Winchester and a brace 
of pisto!s, and openly asserted he would never 
be taken alive. At that time Telfair had a 
sheriff who was just as brave as Brewer was 
desperate. That sheriff's name was 
McRae, a cousin, by the way, of Dr. 
McRae, of Atlanta. When he heard of 
Brewert’s presence and his threats, he started 
out on a still hunt, and in a few days encoun- 
tered the negro. The fight between the two 
men was a desperate one, lasting two or three 
hours and covering several miles. The negro, 
however, suceeeded in getting away with only 
a slight wound, as a 

MEMENTO OF THE BATTLE. 

That fight taught Brewer prudence, if noth~ 
ing more, and since then he has never been in 
Telfair as far as known. From Telfair county, 
however, he came to Wayne, and for two 
years his robberies, successful thieving and 
open defiance of the law have been the 
source of great inconvenience to the people. 
Soon after the tight between Sheriff McRae 
and the negro

for the outlaw’s arrest. The reward Sheriff 
McRae sent all over the country. ‘Then the 
officers began a search for the nogro, but 
Brewer was just as sharp as he was desperate, 
and managed to keep out of sight until today.

CAME TO TOWN 
for his fun. With him he brought his repeat- 
ing rifle, his pistol and a jug of whisky. His 
nerve, however, relaxed when he reached the 
East Tennessee and Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad crossing, and there he halted. 
Brewer's liquor quickly attracted some of his 
friends, and as the jug grew lighter 
the crowd grew more boisterous. Then 
Brewer began firing his gun intothe air, and 
between the shots yelled his throatraw. The 
shooting attracted the attention of the mar- 
shal, B. R. Leggett, who, with a posse, went 
tothe scene of the firing. Leggett made no 
aitempt to arrest the gang, because it was 
Christmas Cay, and began advising them to 
leave. 

PREWER WAS INSOLENT 
In his reply, saying among other things: 

“Til do just as I d—n please, and then I'll 
kill the man who touches me.” 

All this time he waved his repeating rifle 
and revolver about his headin defiant style. 
The marshal was in the act of leaving when 
W. M. Barnhill, his deputy, came over the 
hill from the town. As Barnhill came in 
sight one of the negroes shouted: 

“There comes Barnhill who killed that 
gman.’ 

Almost instantly Brewer placed his Win 
chester against his shoulder, drew a quick 
lead, and pulled his trigger. There was a 
flash, a cloud of smoke and a report. Then 
those who were near Barnhill, saw him stag- 
ger, throw his hand to his side, gasp for 
breath and fall. 

HE WAS DEAD. 

The shot was followed by another and an- 
other. Then the oflicers began shooting back, 
and for two or three minutes there was apn ava- 
lanche of lead fiying through the air. The 
wi.ites were wel! armed and having the law on 
their side, fought furiously. They fought suc- 
cessfully, andin a few minutes the negroes 
were driven from the railroad. The whites, 
however, did not follow them. They had no 
Jeader. The marshal was lying upon the 
ground shot through both legs, groaning with 
pain and unable to move. Sixty yards away 
the deputy was 

UPON HIS BACK DEAD, 
with his open, sightless eyes gazing up towards 
a bright Christmas sky. 
heard inthe town. but the people thinking 
that it was fireworks, paid no attention to it, 
until the story of the fight began to circulate. 
Theu when it was contirmed, Jesup was up in 
arms. The people were thoroughly aroused and 
GUNS WERE DRAWN 
from corners in which they had rested unused 
for months. On the streets there was a hur- 
rying mass of men, armed with deadly weap- 
ons, scores of frightened ladies and children 
gil thoroughly aroused. The ladiesand chil- 
dren were hurrying home for safety, full of 
horror at the borrible murder of which they 
had heard, and apprehensive of more trouble. 
The men were hurrying to the battlefield upou 
which their dead and wounded friends were 
lying, fuJl of a spirit of revenge. At the 
ground they ascertained that the negroes had 
moved towards the swamp near the city, leav- 
ing behind a message of defiance. This made 
the men madder than ever and with renewod 
VOWS OF REVENGE 

they followed the chase. The swamp 
was reached, and there another life 
was sacrificed, and still another placed 
in jeopardy. The swamp is near 
town, and is covered with ai dense 
growth of short, heavy trees. The pursuing 

arty reached it, and were in the act of enter- 
ng when report after report came from the 
bushes in rapid succession. 

THE SHOTS WERE FIRED 

almost in three paces of the men, and the only 
wonder now is that a dozen or more were not 
killed outright. When the negroes left the 
first battle ground, leaving their message of 
defiance behind, they went direct to the 
swamp, under the leadership of Brewer. They 
anticipated pursuit, and when they reached 
the swamp prepared themselves to meet it. 
They were all armed, and when the men were 
at close range turncd loose upon them. The 
firing was rapid, abundant, and so unexpected 
that it threw the party into consternation, 


from which it recovered only when the mem- - 


bers had placed a safe distance between them 
and the swamp,from which the bullets were stil] 
soming. At asafe distance from the swamp 
the whites, measuring their strength, found 
shat they were two short of their original en- 
rollment.

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Partisan Legislation. 

It is to be supposed that nothing short of 
@ special interposition of Providence will 
prevent such politicians as Chandler, of 
New Haimpshire, and Lodge, of - Massachu- 
setts, from pushing forward their sectional 
schemes against the south; and itis to be 
presumed that these schemers, representing 
as they do the policy of the republican par- 
ty, will appeal to the prejudices of those 
who represent that party in congress. 

To say that the motives of those section- 
alists are narrow and unpatriotic is to say 
very little. To say that this latest republi- 
ran movement is strictly in keeping with 
the history of the party since the war is 
simply to call attention to the fact that self- 
ishness and hate belong by long usage to 
the party that is led by such men as Quay, 
Dorsey, Dudley, and others of that kidney. 

It is nota very difficult matter for one 
who is familiar with the drift of things to 
flistrust such men. ‘The -selfishness that 
toolly proposes to attack a large section of 
the country by stirring up strife between 
the races cannot be said to bear any rela- 
tion to patriotism; and the motives that 
Impel such an unnecessary and irri-ating 
frusade are not of acharacter to invite ex- 
amination and investigation. 

There would be something reasonable in 
BA movement to organize the negroes intoa 
compact and an enthusiastic party, and to 
give them candidates of their own choosing 
to vote for. Such a movement backed by a 
campaign led by white northern republicans 
would not only be a reasonable one, but it 
would commend itself to the attention of 
the whole country, and challenge the res- 
pect even of those who do not look with 
favor on the success and perpetuation of 
such loose principles of government as 
those which animate the republican party. 

It is needless, at this time, to discuss the 
gnestion whether such legislation as that 
proposed by Mr. Chandler and those who 
sympathize with his unpatriotic plans has 
any chance of meeting the approval of. con- 
gress. It is enough to know that it has the 
indorsement of prominent 
republicans. That is the depressing fact— 
the knowledge that men holding high 
offices, and assuming to represent the best 
northern sentiment, are anxious to revive 
and renew that class of war legislation that 
brought so much trouble and disorganiza- 
tion to the south during the reconstruction 
period. 

It is not enough for them that the south, 
aided by honest and sympathetic people at 
the north, is doing its best to deal justly and 
fairly with a situation that has no precedent 
in history; it is not enough for them thata 
tremencous effort is making to educate and 
elevate the negro in all directions; they 
must needs make a partisan issue of a prob- 
that has thus far confounded the

wisest. 

There 's one fact, however, that these 
partisan politicians fail to take into consid- 
eration, and that isthe new and intricate 
relations that unite the south to the rest of 
the country. These relations are some- 
thing more than political. They are of a 
more practical and intimate character. 
Their nature is such that any political at- 
tack calculated to revive the sectional strife 
of the reconstruction period will destroy the 
earning power of millions of northern capi- 
tal that have been invested in this section 
during the past ten years. 

The situation is such that Mr. Chandler 
and the other sectionalists would do well to 
go-siow. The south of 1890 is not the 
south of 1865. She is more powerful in 
every way, and her friends at the north are 
influential enough to smother all the small 
fry politicians who try to disturb her peace. 


Belittling Blaine. 

Somehow, the Pan-American congress is 
mot attracting as much atteation as its im- 
portance would seem to deserve. The dele- 
gates have had a delightful view of North 
American enterprise at Wanamaker’s bar- 
gain-counter, and they have had some de- 
lightful lunches here and there in the var- 
jous cities of the country; but the news- 
papers, especially those of the republican 
stripe, are inclined to look on the whole 
business as a joke. 

Why is this? When Brother Blaine was 
fulminating on the South American ques-

ATLANTA, CHRISTMAS Day, 1889.—Grady is 
dead, The noblesonof the south isfallen. The 
spirit of the matchless man, the loverof bome and 
country; the spirit of bim who had well nigh 
established inevery American heart universal good 
will, has returned tothe bosom of divinity ! 

Today we celebrate the birth of the Prince of 
Peace. Today we layawayin the silent tomb the 
form of him who asa prince struggled that our be- 
loved country nay have peace. 

Why is our champion taken from us? Why is he 
rudely smitten down in the halo and glory of early 
manhood’? In reply to those questions we can 
only say that in God’s own time we may know— 
nay, we shall know. 

Grady was not only a lover of the state that gave 
him birth, but Was a lover of the whole country. 
He was a sontherner, but was not narrowed by 
prejudice to a disregard of the country asa whole. 

The people of this country have not yet become 
a nation. It will take a century or two 
more to make us a nation, as the English or French 
or Germans are anation. When our land is occu- 
pied by native born people, and foreign immifra- 
tion ceases and our language is one, then—and not 
till then—can we become in the highest sense a na- 
tion, Then there will be no sectional animosities, 
no sectional prejudice, 

The native American of todayis of the same 
blood northand south. There are, however, dif- 
ferences between the northerner and the south- 
erner, First. the southerner has a more imperious 
spirit than his brotherof the north. This is the 
result ot the peculiar social instilutions that ob<« 
tained in the “Old South.”’ Second, the southerner 
has a more intense love for home than his brother 
atthe north. There is a sweet poetic sentiment 
about the “sweet sunny south” that would simply 
be ridiculous ifanplied to the cold trozen north. 
This sentimeut and love of home is what made the 
southerner the superior fighter in the late 
war—he had a higher satriotism. I take 
it a man {will fight harder for home and fireside 
than for his country alone. Third, There is a 
stronger love of state im the breast of the southerner 
than in his northern brother. This is why Alexan- 
der Stephens. in addressing multitudes in this state. 
only need say ‘‘Georgians!”’ and he had the enthu. 
siasm of his hearers atits highest pitch. Even the 
darky has this love of state, for do we not hear 
him siug: 

“Good ole Georgie, happy lan’, happy lan’, 
Let me live and die in Georgie if I can.”’ 

In ail these points Mr. Grady was the true son of 
the south, but with far-seeing statesmanship he 
devoted his life to tbe healing up of sectional prej- 
udice so that we might the sooner be in the truest 
and highest sense a nation, when a northern man 
in the south would not be looked upon much the 
same as a foreigner. His short life bas done more 
than the work ofscoresof men to make this one 
country. ' 

Bet why was he taken from us fn the midst of his 
usefulness?’ Methinks I can see one reason in this 
providence. It is this: his death following so 
quickly upon the great Boston speech will empha- 
size that speech with @ tender emphasis that can- 
not but make it more fruitful of good. It will be 
read with more candor at the north asthe last 
utterancesof the south’s most brilliantson. Will 
not the fragrant towers that shall bloom over the 
tomb of our beloved—our ‘‘matchless Grady’’— 
speak more loudly of “Peace, good will to men,” 
for his short, but brilliant careez? Will not the 
magnanimity of the north find in that speech the 
south’s unanswered and unanswerable argument? 

Let us‘bow submissively tothe hand that takes 
from us our friend and champion. Let both south 
and north witness that no human ciay was animat- 
ed by a nobier spirit that that which we lay away 
today. Weturn from his lifeless form and look 
into the future, which he so visibly portrayed, when 
our repubiic thall be ‘‘compact, united indissoluble 
in the bonds of love—loving from the lakes to the 
guif—the wounds of war healed in every heart as 
on every hill--serene and resplendent at the sum- 
mitof human achievement and earthly glory-- 
biasing out the path, and making clear the war, 
up which al! the nations of the earth mast come in 
God's appointed time.’’

PHENOMENAL GRADY. 


Illustrative Reminiscences by an Old Con- 
stitution Editor. 

ATLANTA, Ga., December 24.—Editors 
Constitution: The death of Mr. Grady, I can 
but regard as a loss to not only Atlauta, Geor- 
gia. and the south, but the United States. He 
had a versatile genius, that ran to great pub- 
lic projects, and he did marvels for so young a 
man. And he made himself famous natiou- 
ally, with aswiftness and ease that demon- 
strated his rare endowment. 

It happened to me to be connected with his 
early career very closely. and I learned his 
wonderful native gifts. Asthe editor of the 
CONSTITUTION for years in the reconstruction 
and rehabilitation periods of the state, I had 
first experience of Mr. Grady. It was a hobby 
of mine to cultivate good correspondonce. 
Through Mr. W. A. Hemphill, that great 
newspaper manager of Athens as Mr. Grady 
was, the latter when only 19 years old, a stud- 
ent at the University of Virginia, sent a let- 
te> signed ‘‘King Hans,’’ for publication. It 
had the marks that signalize him today— 
sparkie, delicious humor, affluent diction, de- 
scriptive verity, luxuriance of imagination, 
and the rarest vein of thovght. I wrote him 
tosend his uncommon missives often. The 
imperial boy became the leader ofa galaxy of 
fine contributors, among whom I may name 
Rev. Atticus Haygood on Christian themes; 
Chancellor A. A. Lipscomb about classical 
literature; E. Hvriburt with _ statistical 
wealth; Charles Woodbury as to our colleges 
and educators, and a host of others. 

Colonel Hurlburt, as manager of the state 
road, originated the ‘‘Press excursion,’’ that is 
so potent a factor now, and I telegraphed Mr. 
Grady, who Was in Athens, and through the 
university, to represent THe CONSTITUTION. 
He eclipsed the whole press gang, this inex- 
perienced youth, and his reports bristling with 
fact, fancy and fun. were adopted over the 
whole state, and I have always thought that 
this experience bent him into journalism, 
where he found his right tield. 

I afterwards bought an interest in the At- 
lanta Herald and Robert Alston, Mr. Grady 
and I pushed it a year, when my health gave 
way and I soid out. Mr. Grady did some bright 
work, and the paper forged ahead, but finally 
fell under its old debts,incurred by its founder. 
Association after this with Mr. Grady led me 
to acquaintance with his methods and abili- 
ties later. He was a composite character. He 
hod genius of a high and variod order, and 
combined qualities remarkable because seem- 
ingly inconsistent. For instance, with a fer- 
vant nature, boundless energy when inter- 
ested, intense self-will and a warm tempera- 
ment, he had a conservatism as steady and 
thoughtful as ever I have known. Witha 
glittering imagination he was self poised, 
tactfui and just. Passion never governed him 
in iarge matters, and no man ever subordi- 
nated prejudice and temper to success of his 
cause with firmer will than he. He was able 
to meet the most trying occasion with consu- 
mate control and judgment. He was a cool- 
user of all needed discretion, and his forbear- 
ance and self-command were marvelous. The 
restraints he put upon his impetuous nature 
were a wonder. The deliberate effort with 
which he worked results was extraordinary. 

He allowed no hostilities to make bim im- 
prudezt. He had'the greatest boldness andjcan- 
dor, coupledwith unflagging poise and thought- 
ful calculation. The fact is he was an anom- 
aly tome. To high genius he added the best 
sense. And his benton large matters, in a 
wise way, accounts for his achievements. The 
whole tendency of his thought and labor 
was on great public matters. He aided be- 
yond any other man the intellectual Cha- 
tanqua scheme, the getting up and success of 
two great fexpositions, the Young Men’s 
Christian association building, the election of 
General Gordon as governor, the building of 
the weekly CONSTITUTION to over one hun- 
dred thousand subscribers, and numbers of 
other projects equally important. But his 
crowning act which made him a national fame 
was the invasion of the north on mighty sec- 
tional questions and their discussions with 
such tact, eloquence and ability as to capture 
those people while illuminating the subject.
